- sippi  which  prohibits  one  from  willing 
property  to  churches  and 
charitable  organizations 
j At>out  H!,,s-  has  recently  received!  a good 
deal  of  attention  in  jthe  col- 
umns of  the  newSpajlers,  ed- 
itorially and  otherwise.  Bishop  Gdlloway 
led  out  in  advocacy  of  a speedy  repeal  of 
the  law.  Others  have  followed,  some  for 
the  constitution  as  it  now  stands  and  oth- 
ers for  amendment  by  striking  out  the 
mortmain  section. 

That  all  may  see  just  what  that  section 
is,  we  print  it  below.  It  comprises  sections 
2(>9  and  270  of  Article  XIV  of  the  revised 
Constitution  of  Mississippi;  adopted  by 
constitutional  convention  on  November  1 , 
1890,  and  is  as  follows: 

Section  269.  Every  device  or  lx.*quest  of 
lands,  tenements  or  hereditaments, lor  any 
interest  therein,  of  freehold,  or  less  than 
freehold,  either  present  or  future,  vested  or 
contingent,  or  of  any  money  directed  to  be 
raised  by  the  sale  thereof,  contained!  in  anv 
last  will  and  testament,  or  codicil,  ok  other 
testamentary  writing,  in  favor  of  any  re- 
ligious or  ecclesiastical  corporation,  sole  or 
aggregate,  or  any  religious  or  ecclesiastical 
society,  or  to  any  religious  denomination, 
or  association  of  persons,  or  to  anv  person 
or  body  politic,  in  trust,  cither  express  or 
implied,  secret  or  resulting,  either  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  such  religious  corpora- 
tion, sbeiety,  denomination  or  association, 
or  for  the  purpose  of  being  given  or  appro- 
priated to  charitable  uses  or  purposes, 
shall  be  null  and  void,  and  the  lieir*at-law 
shall  take  the  same  projierty  so  devised  or 
liequeathed,  as  though  no  testamentary 
disposition  had  been  made. 

“Section  270.  Every  legacy,  gift  or  be-  . 
qucst.of  money  or  personal  property,  or  of 
any  interest,  lienetit  or  use  t herein},  either 
direct,  implied  or  otherwise,  contained  in 
any  last  will  and  testament  or  codicil  irt 
favor  of  any  religious  or  eeclejsiastiial  cor- 
poration, sole  or  aggregate,  or  any  reli- 
gious or  ecclesiastical  societvj,  or  to  ahy  * 
religious  denomination  or'  association, 
either  for  its  own  use  or  benefit,  or  (for  the 
purpose  of  licing  given  or  appropriated  to 
charitable  uses,  shall  lie  null  apd  void,  and 
the  distributees  shall  take  the  same  as 
though  no  sucK  testamentary  disposition 
had  been  made.” 

It  is  well  that  public  attention  i$  lieing 
directed  to  an  examination  of  this  law,  as 
it  is  not  quite-  certain  that  it  ik  either  wise 
or  just,  as  it  infringes  upon  one’s  right  to 
use  his  own  as  he  pleases.  It  appears  to 
us  that  the  advantages  from  a repeal  of 
this  law  would  far  outnumlier  those  to  be 
derived  from  its  continuance. 

We  make  no  arguments  now  in  favor  of 
repeal,  but  print  the  law  4n  fuD,  ahd  ask 
our  readers  to  examine  it  carefully.]  It  is 
due  ourselves  to  know  just  what  the  effect 
of  this  law  is.  We  want  to  be  intelligent 
citizens.

Censure. 

The  word  is  from  the  Latin,  censura,  to 
find  fault  with,  to  disapprove,  to  blame. 
Loosely  speaking  the  word  is  used  inter- 
changeably with  the  word  criticise.  But 
the  same  distinction  exists  between  censure 
and  criticise  as  appears  between  censor  and 
critic.  Criticism  is  fair  and  honorable; 
censure  is  unfair  and  mean.  Criticism  is 
intelligent,  alert,  discriminative;  censure  is 
ignorant,  stupid,  blind.  A censorious  per- 
son is  dangerous  and  obstructive,  while  a 
real  critic  is  helpful  and  constructive.  One 
conscious  of  correctness  and  strength  in- 
vites criticism,  saving,  “turn  on  the  light.” 
But  however  strong  one  may  feel  he  can  re- 
gard censure  only  as  "*  * * a monster  of  so 
frightful  mien,  as  to  lx-  hated  needs  but  to 
be  seen.”  Criticism  goes  about  openly, 
seeking  to  walk  in  the  light;  censure  loves 
the  cover  of  night  and  hurls  destructive 
darts  from  ambush.  Censure  may  turn 
out  to  be  right  in  fact,  but  is  always 
wrong  in  spirit  and  purpose.  Criticism 
may  prove  to  lx  wrong  in  conclusions  and 
judgments,  but  is  always  right  in  motive. 

The  censorious  spirit  is  essentially  sinful, 
and  the  practice  unworthy  a believer  in 
is  manifestly  wrong  to  pass 
sentence  on  anyone  without  evidence.  It 
is  afvery  bad  habit  to  comment  upon  our 
neighbors  and  friends,  unless  we  can  say 
something  good  of  them.  We  ought  in  no 
maimer  to  cultivate  the  suspicious  element 
in  fiur  nature,  but  make  every  effort  to 
supbress  it.  “Love  thinketh  no  evil,”  but 
“hoipeth  all  things,  belie veth  all  things.” 
Aft^r  giving  sundry  exhortations  to  the 
Phiilippians,  the  AjHistle  says:  “Finally, 
brethren,  whatsoever  things  are  true, 
whatsoever  things  are  honest,  whatsoever 
things  are  just,  whatsoever  things  arc 
pure,  whatsoever  things  are  lovely,  what- 
soever things  are  of  good  report ; if  there 
rightly  regarded  as  a lx  Any  virtue,  and  if  there  lx  any  praise, 
is  anachronism;  but  more  think  on  these  things.”

Thanksgiving  Statistics. 

The  first  year  of  the  New  Century  is 
drawing  to  a close.  It  has  been  fraught 
with  larger  plans  and  wider  work  than 
has  any  other  vear  in  the  life  of  any  of  us 
now  living.  We  were  anxious  thdt  it 
might  lie  a good  and  great  year  in  the 
cause  of  our  Master.  We  wanted  it  to  set 
the  pace  of  all  thy  coming  years  of  th?  een- 
turY. 

I do  not  have  at  my  command  anything 
like  full  figures.  Only  seven  pastors  have 
answered  the  request  of  a few  weeks  ago, 
published  in  Th$  Baptist.  1 have  by  me 
the  minutes  of  twelve  associations;  and 
what  is  here  written  is  taken  from  these 
sources,  the  calculations  made  are  based 
on  them.  Some  of  these  are  the  smallest 
and  some  are  the  largest  of  these  bodies 
and  I suppose  \ye  may  safely  count  on  the 
averages  which  they  present.  These  twelve 
minutes  report  1[000  baptisms,  an  average 
of  133  to  the  association,  and  as  there  are 
'*-53  associations  in  the  State,  the  entire 
numlx'r  of  baptisms  would  lie  7,04-0,  say 
in  round  numl*e(s  6,500.  Twelve  off  these 
associations  are  j not  in  co-operation  with 
our  State  Convention,  but  the  baptisms 
are  counted  for  j them  as  well  as  others. 
These  figures  will  also  represent  the  net 
gain  in  the  State;  Look  at  them.  Clothe 
them  with  all  that  belongs  to  human  life 
and  destiny.

ment. That  the  Lord  may  bring  upon 
Abraham  that  which  he  hath  spojkcn  of 
him.  ” Gen.  1S:,10.  “Teach  theta  to  thy 
sons  and  to  thy  sou's  sons,”  Dcut.  d-:9,  is 
the  word  of  the  Lord  to  Israel  concerning 
his  statutes.

If 
what  we  read  and  hear  fr<j>ni  many  sources 
be  taken  as-  accurate,  then  the  night  is 
dark. 

Not  long  l>efon?  his  death  the  great  Spur- 
geon preached  a sermon  cfititled  “A  wail 
tor  the  downgrade,”  and  showed  that  vi- 
tal godliness  amo^g  the  firofessed  follow- 
ers of  Christ  in  Great  Britain  had  greatly 
declined.  The  picture  he  drew’  was  a 
sad  one. 

Not  long  ago  there  appeared  in  the  Wes- 
tern Recorder  an  article  from  “A  Northern 
Pastor”  on  the  religious  condition  of  that 
section  of  the  country:  It  made  one’s 
heart  sick  to  read  it.  I fiavc  not  yet  re- 
covered from  its  effects.  Verily  the  Spirit- 
ual condition  of  the  North  is  deplorable. 

If  what  we  have  read  from  many  liens 
here  and  there  and  from  almost  every- 
where in  our  Southern  Country  lie  correct,  • 
then,  we,  too,  may  utter  a wail  for  the 
down-grade. 

My  own  observation  isthatwhile  w’e  have 
advanced  in  general  literary  intelligence, 
and  in  material  prosperity,  nndin  Christian 
giving,  and  have  finer  houses  6f  worship, 
and  chairs,  and  a better  literary  equipped 
ministry, we  have  degenerated,  Spirituality, 
have  retrograded  in  pi?ty,  that  Spirit- 
uality or  vital  godliness  among  professed  ' 
Christians  of  today  will  ]iot  compare  w’ith 
that  of  thirty  years  ago.  It  would  suffer 
by  comparison. 

How  few  Christians  lohre  religious  con- 
versation, how  few  delight  in  experimental 
religion,  how  few  love  to  (read  their  Bibles, 
howv  few  have  family  prayer,  how  few 
shed  tears  under  the  preaching  of  the  gos- 
pel. how’  few  bow  the  knee  in  prayer  in  God ’s 
house,  how’  few  attenc  prayer  meeting 
and  other  religious  gatlerings,  how  few 
speak  a word  of  exhortation  to  lost  sin- 
ners around  them.  In  n word,  bow  few 
deeply  pious,  consecrated  ones  are  among 
the  many  thousands  of  Israel. 

But,  on  the  other  hand!  how  manv  are 
grabbing  after  worldly  tain,  how  many 
are  swept  along  with  the  current  of  cove- 
tousness, how  many  se?k  after  worldly 
pleasure,  how  many  are  absorbed  hi  the 
idea  of  decorating  the  body  after  the  latest 
fashions,  how  many  engjige  in  open  sin, 
such  as  intemperance,  profane  swearing, 
gambling,  dancing,  t heath? -going, Sabbath 
desecration,  etc.,  etc.  It  is  hard  indeed  to 
trace  the  line  of  ’Jemarcnjtion  between  the 
church  and  the  world.

e churches,  Consequently  our  ideiks  of  chureh 
- polity  are  formed  by  the  recorded  procced- 
e ings  of  tjje  New  Testament  churches  under 
t apostoiic  instruction.  Such  Records  arc 
! ^ lew  in  iuuiiIkt  and  not  ns  definite  as  some 
) ot  us  dcsinj,  but  they  are  all  that  God  has 
: given  us  and  by  them  we  must  go. 

Christ  only  used  the  word  translated 
chureh  twiice,  Matt.  16:18;  l i:17;butin 
the  last  instance  he  shows  tliat  a church  is: 
1,  A bo<lC  authorized  rind  i ualified  to 
transact  business ; 2,  That  it  is  the  final 
court  ot  appeal  concerning  natters  be- 
tweeen  its  members.  He  says : “If  he  will 
not  hear  them  tell  it  unto  the  chureh,  and 
il  lie  will  not  hear  the  church,  let  him  lie 
unto  thee  ate  .a  heathen.”  On  tl)is  passage, 
mainly,  hangs  the  Baptist  ide.j  that  each 
church  is  complete  in  itself  aijd  indejxm- 
dent  of  all  other  churches.  The  Bible  gives 
no  record  of.  or  intimation  that;  an  offend- 
ed member  can  appeal  from  the  action  of  a 
church  to  pny  other  body  whatever.  In 
laet,  the  church  is  the  only  institution  of 
which  the  Scriptures  give  sanctioning  rec- 
ord We  learn  in  Acts  1 .6  that  the  assem- 
bled multitude  of  disciples  (which  was  a 
chureh,  for  the  ekklcsia  means  congrega- 
tion) chose  both  a man  for  an  a jostle,  and 
deacons  for  the  congregation.  The  apos- 
tles would  not  do  it,  but  had  th .‘congrega- 
tions choose  their  own  officers;  then  thev, 
in  the  case  <>1  the  deacons,  ord  lined  them 
to  their  work.  From  those  instances  we 
get  the  idea  that  each  church  must  choose 
its  own  officers.  In  Acts  14:211/  we  learn 
that  Paul  afid  Barnabas  ordained  elders  in 
every  church,  ard  from  that  We  get  the 
idea  of  otdajining  men  to  the  tiorkofthe 
ministry,  as  elders  or  pastors  mT churches. 
From  Paul's  first  letter  to  the  Corinthians, 
5:1  1-13,  am|  2d  Tlicss.  3:6  we  git  the  idea 
of  church  discipline,  and  leant  that  the 
apostles  followed  the  suggestioji  of  Christ 
in  Matt.  18jl  7,  and  treated  each  church  as 
complete,  independent  and  final  fn  its  deal- 
ings  with  its  members. 

But  in  Acts  15,  we  leani  that  Concerning 
matters  of  doctrine  one  church  may  seek 
counsel  of  Another  church,  and  from  that 
we  get  the  oJd  Baptist  idea  and- practice  of 
one  church  tailing  a council  of  brethren, 
sent  by  request  from  other  churches,  to  ex- 
amine into  Certain  doctrines  preached  by 
some  elder  Who  is  a member  ojf  the  dis- 
turbed churcili,  but  the  council  js  only  ad- 
visory and  there  is  no  such  thingiintimnted 
as  a further  appeal.  Such  thing  (is  a niem- 
*“r  a Rivaling  his  grievances  to  the  Associ- 
ation is  un ^scriptural,  though  not  alto-* 
gether  un-Bnptistic.  Such  thifigs  have 
been  done  We  also  leani  from ; Acts  13, 
that  God's  .(recorded  plan  of  dikignating 
nu  n for  mission  vvdrk  was  to  impress  the 
chureh  of  which  the  men  were  members, 
and  have  thje  churefc  set  them  apart  for 
that  work.
